Andy the Donkeyman, s i n c e 
1937 a fixture with his donkey 
rides in the area between Rancho 
MJrafe and Palm Desert, today 
faced a new adversity with a 
strong philosophy — and the solid 
support of some 40 Cathedral City 
Liona Club members. 
For better than a year now, 
Andy has been going blind. 
ANDY. WHO HAS driven mules 
since he was a nine-year-old with 
a barrel wagon on New Y o r k 
City'» streets, accepted the news 
of hie coming blindness with a 
rare matter-of-factness. 
•*i went up to Hemet with $30— 
I sold ooe of my donkeys — and 
asked a doctor to fit me for glass­ 
es. Ha told me I had a cataract 
on my M l eye. aatigmation in 


learned that he was having trouble 
seeing. We also discovered that he 
had been told be could not have 
bis donkeys on Highway 111. The 
only way the man makes a living 
is by spreading happiness among 
children through his donkey rides.’’ 
ANDY MOVED BACK - off the 
main roadway — and continued to 
try and make hia own way. 
“Wo were told that Andy was a 
proud man. not inclined to accept 
charity. But we talked to him. ex­ 
plained what the Lions Cbub pro­ 
gram for sight ia based on and 
he agreed to allow us to h e l p 
him.” Zappe said. 
A series of following examina­ 
tions indicated that Andy’s vision 
was 2300 ia his right eye. 2100 in 
his left eye. Total blindness is rep­ 
resented by the figure 2400.
